| Reject new hike in school tax

Three days after disclosing that up to 
seven of the 18 schools may have to be 
closed this summer due to inadequate 
funds, the Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion declined last night to add to its 
“revenue. 

The board decided not to exercise its 
authority to add a quarter-million 
dollars to the 1982 tax levy for 1983 col- 
lection. The budget is out of balance by 
about'$5'million, and operating debt in 
additioh to that is estimated at $8% 
million. \ 

“I don’t care what you do as long as 
you don’t raise our taxes,’ Board 
Member Robert Maxwell quoted 
residents as telling him. Other 
members. also said they had received 
strong negative comments from 
citizens about the prospect of a tax in- 
crease. 

Asked after the meeting whether they 
are serious about balancing the budget 
and ending second-year tax borrowing, 
several board members said they are 
serious about it but do not want to‘con- 
front the public with a tax hike at the 
same time they are closing schools and 
eliminating school programs. 

“‘We want to concentrate on reducing 
costs,” Board Member Thomas Miof- 
sky told the Press-Record. Some school 
employees later expressed concern that 
the district did not utilize a special 
education building tax and an increased 
tort immunity tax to partly ease the 
“budget crunch.”’: 

Deep slashes in programs and per- 
sonnel seem likely to occur in June. The 
board will decide Jan. 4 when to hold a 
public hearing on 12 cost reduction pro- 
posals. Final. board. action on the 
district's 1983-84 structure and staffing 
is scheduled for the last half of 
January. 


The board last night omitted a cost- 
cutting executive session, which had 
been a part of many of its recent 
meetings. But members made up for 
this with heated debate fn a 2%-hour 
public session that included 
disagreements on taxation, insurance 
and employee leaves 

Results were: 

1. Leaving the estimated new tax rate 
at the projected $3.433 per $100 valua- 
tion, by not approving a 4-cent special 
education building tax and not adding 
5% cents:to the tort immunity tax. No 
one sought to speak on either issue at a 
public hearing that opened last night’s 
board meeting. The levy a year ago was 
$3.38.

Feralloy plant

Feralloy Corp., 2500 Nameoki Drive, 
will use $725,000 in bonds to double the 
size of its steel slitting and storage 
operations here by spring, according to 
Roger Sippey, vice president. 

The expansion will increase the plant 
from 43,000 to 86,000 square feet and 
will create additional jobs, he said. Last 
night, the Granite City Council approv- 
ed economic development status for the 
bonds, making lower interest ‘rates 
possible for the project. 

The company’s plans, however, were 
met with mixed reactions by the some 
aldermen eager to encourage growth, 
but less than enthusiastic about facing 
the wrath of the plant’s residential 
neighbors, who have protested the flow 
of truck traffic along Nameoki Drive. 

Both Fourth Ward Aldermen Sharon 
Perjak and Warren Decatur were 
soundly thwarted in their compromise 
motion to reopen 25th Street — the only 
other exit route for Feralloy — to truck, 
traffic to more evenly distribute the 
traffic load. Residents on 25th Street 
had successfully lobbied to close their 
street to the steel-coil hauling trucks, 

Decatur called Nameoki Drive a 
“rock-based road that’s falling apart.”’ 
Residents there have complained about 
cracked home foundations and other 
property damage they blame. on the 
truck traffic. Decatur warned that 
residents may try to sue the city if the 
traffic problem continues. 

Mayor Paul Schuler has discussed 
with Feralloy a joint project to extend 
nearby Missouri Avenue to, provide an 
alternate lane to Route 3, but the cost of 
such a project eliminated those plans. 
“We've talked quite a bit, and it comes. 
down to money,” he said. 

‘The mayor did refer the problem for 
further aldermanic study in a search 
for funds to construct a truck-exit for 
Feralloy. Schuler said that to deny the 


firm’s request now for the economic 
development status, as suggested. by 
some aldermen last night, would reflect 
the city’s inability to cooperate with in- 
dustrial firms. 

“The only way we can stop the pro- 
blem is to stop business,” Sippey said, 
in a Press-Record interview Tuesday. 
His firm is located within an area zoned 
by the council in 1978 for industrial use, 
Sippey said. 

The vice president said the expansion 
might mean about five new jobs for thé 
area. Construction of the new bay 
storage area will begin after the first of 
the year and is scheduled for comple- 
tion in late spring. The addition will not 
include new equipment, at this time. 

The firm is expanding now to meet 
it’s current level of business, Sippey 
said. The present low level of the 
economy discourages stockpiling of 
steel and has increased the demand for 
quick service from steel suppliers. 
Feralloy has always been very service 
oriented, according ‘to’ Sippey, attrac- 
ting strong customer demand now. 

The steel processor’s customers in- 
clude automotive and appliance 
manufacturers and the construction in- 
dustry. 

The company also is optimistic about 
a future upturn in the economy, Sippey 
said, in explaining expansion at this 
period.

Cooking the Christmas turkey is a 
popular topic around the holiday season 
and numerous articles appear in 
newspapers and magazines explaining 
in great detail the latest techniques in 
baking the “perfect bird.”

Advice on safe toys 


Advice for Christmas 
shoppers on how to select 
safe toys when purchasing 
gifts for children is being 
-issued by William L. Kem- 
piners, director of the Il- 
linois Peperement) of Public 
Health. 

“Although there : are fewer 
and fewer hazardous toys on 
the market each year,” 

~Kempiners said, ‘we still 
must use judgment when we 
select them, and avoid pur- 
chasing toys that appeal to 
our adult tastes rather than 
those appropriate for 
children.’’ 

He said shoppers should 
read labels carefully before 
purchasing toys, especially 
the age recommendations 
that are on the packages. 

“Keep in mind, however, 
that the age recommenda- 
tion is for the minimum age. 
Also, just because a toy is 
labeled as not recommended 
for children under eight 
years of age, it doesn’t mean 
that every eight-year-old is 
mature enough to operate 
it,” he said. 

He recommended that, 
when selecting toys for small 
children, consumers not pur- 
‘hase toys that: 

—Have heating elements, 
‘such as toy ovens, woodburn- 
ing sets, etc. 

—Have sharp or pointed 
edges. 

—Are small enough to 
swallow. 

—Have exposed pins, 
wires or nails, or parts, such

as the ears of a stuffed 
animal, that wires would 
easily poke through. 

—Have detachable parts 
that are small enough to fit 
into a child’s ear, nostril or 
windpipe.

“For a very young child,”

Senators urge no cut in spending 


Senator Charles H. Percy, 
R-Ill. has urged the Reagan 
Administration not to make 
any.cuts in the federal fuel 
assistance budget for Fiscal 
Year 1984. 

Responding to reports that 
the administration is con- 
sidering slashing low- 
income energy assistance 
funding from $1.875 to $1.3 
billion, Percy noted that 
simply holding funding at 
current levels “puts enough 
of a burden on the poor.” 

In a letter to David 
Stockman, director of the Of- 
fice of Management and 
Budget, Percy along with a 
bipartisan group of 36 
senators urged that fuel 
assistance funding be main- 
tained at least at the FY 1983 
level to help ensure that Il- 
linoisans do not. have to 
“choose between food and 
fuel.” 

“The fuel assistance pro- 
gram helps -millions of 
Americans cope with rising 
fuel costs,” Percy said. ‘In 
this period of high unemploy- 


ment, we believe it would be 
particularly unwise to cut 
back on this important pro- 
gram.” 

Percy said that slashing 
the fuel assistance budget 
would force natural gas con- 
sumers to confront an in- 
crease in gas costs of 20 to 60 
percent — in addition to the 
already high heating oil 
pices. 

“Low-income and elderly 
persons are particularly 
hard hit by these prices 
because they spend a much 
larger percentage of their in- 
comes on heating their 
homes,” Percy added.

Miofsky said some of the unemploy- 
ment compensation costs that would 
have been borne from higher tort im- 
munity taxation can be met with a 
working cash fund balance and current- 
ly scheduled tort immunity taxes. 

Miofsky strongly objected to ad- 
ministrators’ budgeting assumption 
that a board majority will decide in 
June 1983 to abolish and then re- 
establish the working cash fund, injec- 
ting $718,000 in additional taxes into 
school accounts. 

Finance Director Norman Owca said 
$552,000 of the working cash fund 
already has been transferred in efforts 
to aid the cash-starved treasury. 

Miofsky stressed that the amount of 
money which will be needed for 
unemployment pay remains undeter- 
mined until the board has decided how 
many employees are to be honorably 
dismissed.

Maxwell said any new tax hike would 
involve “bad timing’? and Moore 
agreed that the public has not been urg- 
ing him to raise taxes. 

Partney said he conferred with home 
owners and others and found intense 
concern about the real estate tax level. 
He said a tax rise could make it harder 
to attract new firms and residents. 

Miofsky said he has been serving on 
economic development panels and has 
concluded that tax boosts would be 
counterproductive in generating ex- 
panded economic activity here. 

Melton said the board has been 
undergoing “‘agony’’ in considering 
sweeping revisions of present school 
programs. He said failure to seek 
another $144,000 in tort immunity taxes 
would fail to aid the effort to balance 
the’ education fund while avoiding un- 
palatable program cuts and deletions. 

Another $96,000 proposed last night 
would have gone toward the cost of 
maintaining and operating school 
buildings that include special education 
classrooms. 

Maxwell said the cost of unemploy- 
ment compensation already has been 
considered in the estimates of net sav- 
ings from various schoo] consolidations 
and program reductions. 

Supt. Davis acknowledged after the 
adjournment that potential levy boosts 
are now a year away after the inaction 
on the two proposals. 

All school rates are at their max- 
imum except for the municipal retire- 
ment fund, which varies according to 
the number of scheduled pension 
obligations, and tort immunity, which 
can vary based on pending costs, Davis 
explained. 

The special education building fund 
can have a tax rate of up to four cents 
under existing state law, he added. 

In some of the accounts, the district 
theoretically could have a higher rate 
ceiling but this would be subject to 
voter approval, Davis said. A 1980 tax 
rate proposal was defeated in a referen- 
dum. 


Maxwell, Partney and Miofsky raised 
numerous points in the board’s review 
of insurance bids, including firms’ ad- 
ministration of the program and the 
procedure in limiting potential medical 
and hospital costs shouldered by the 
district.

Tentative ‘‘give-back”’ 
agreements were worked out in July and November 
1982 but both were rejected. 

Lloyd McBride, Steelworkers president, com- 

mented, ‘‘GM cannot operate without steel. It cannot 
afford to stockpile or to shut down.” A'strike is being 
‘predicted for Aug. 1, the first in the steel industry in 24 
‘years. A no-strike pact, the Experimental Negotiating 
‘Agreement, has not been renewed. 
. GM, which uses 7 percent of the steel produced in the 
U.S., needs new steel delivered in August and must 
know by March whether it can expect anfuninterrupted 
supply, McBride said this week. He wilf ask major fir- 
ms to begin contract talks in early February. We urge 
that they do. Talking certainly cannot worsen the 
already bad situation.

‘Scrooge’ warns mills, workers 


In the 1960s, the threat of a walkout during 
negotiations helped open the U.S. market to foreign 
suppliers, who now have their foot and shoulders inside 
the door, garnering nearly 25 percent of the domestic 
market in this country. 

Hourly pay and fringe benefits at America’s steel 
mills are said to average $25.39; the amount is at- 
tractive, but only about 30 percent of production 

+ capacity is being used in the current recession and vast 
numbers of employees have been laid off. 

Only 247,000 were working in October, the lowest 
total since such record-keeping began in 1933. The 
eight biggest steelmakers, theorectically for-profit 
corporations, had collective losses of $1.57 billion in the 
first nine months of 1982. 

Is the steel industry no longer competitive, with plan- 
ts aging and workers paid more here than overseas? 
Are more layoffs and more plant closings ahead? Will 
some of the companies go out of existence? 

Should labor and management sit down soon and at 
least talk about what is dimming both of their futures? 
It couldn’t hurt any more than the pain already being 
felt.

Madison residents are be- 
ing advised to keep their 
dogs and cats under careful 
watch following a bizarre in- 
cident Monday in which the 
carcasses of two dogs and an 
opposum were found skinned 
near the railroad tracks in 
the 1800 block of Collinsville 
Avenue. 

Alerted by an anonymous 
telephone call at 8:20 a.m 
Monday that eight or nine 
corpses of animals were ly- 
ing in the 1800 block of Col- 
linsville Avenue, police sear: 
ched the area with negative 
results, but later received a 
more accurate location and 
found three dead animals. 

Humane Officer Rick Rob- 
bins said the animals 
evidently were skinned with 
a knife. ‘‘They were basical- 
ly skinned like you would 
skin a rabbit. The fur was 
still on all four feet and the 
noses," he said. The insides 
of the three animals were in- 
tact, he added. 

Robbins said yesterday 
that city officials are uncer- 
tain to whom the animals 
might have belonged and 
said he believes the dogs 
were of the Wippet or 
Greyhound variety. Both 
were medium size and had 
“real long legs in proportion 
to their bodies."’ 

The exact cause of death 
had not been determined.

105 percent. However, this 
amendment does not require 
an additional hearing,” 
Bilbrey stated. 

Bilbrey indicated that the 
rate increase will provide 
funds for a Special Educa- 
tion building fund, but that 
board members can pass a 
resolution to use the money 
for other Special Education 
necessities. 

“Legislation went into ef- 
fect 10 days ago which allows 
us to use the monies for 
things other than building 
maintenance. The increase 
will give us appropximately 
$6,300 for the fund,’’ Bilbrey 
said. 

In other actions, board 
members responded 
Positively to a request from 
officials of the Trainable 
Mentally Handicapped 
(TMH) program at St. 
Mark's School to increase 
the fee to $100 a month for 
the school district’s use of 
that facility. 

According to Venice 
School Superintendent 
Robert Vickers, the rate for 
using that facility has not in- 
creased since 1972. ‘‘I don’t 
think that we can turn them 
down,” he said. ‘We use the 
program and we did allow 
for such an increase in the 
budget.” 

Vickers also indicated that 
a committee is studying 
whether the location for the 
TMH program should 
change, and a recommenda- 
tion will be made by the end 
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of the school year. ‘The 
state wants it one way and 
the parents like it this way,”” 
Vickers said. ‘We'll find out 
what's going to happen with 
the program at the end of the 
year.”” 


In a presentation to-the . 


board, Venice-Lincoln 
Technical Center Ad- 
ministrator Peter Ponce 
reported that the budget for 
the center remains unchang- 
ed from last year. Ponce ex- 
plained that new legislation 
allows state funding for the 
Adult Basic Education 
classes conducted at the 
center. This funding is based 
upon enrolled hours per stu- 
dent and the center must at- 


tract enough students to 
achieve the ceiling on their 
budget. 

“We ‘must have enough 
students enrolled to achieve 
our budget,” Ponce stated. 
“If enrollment is down, so is 
our budget.” Ponce also in- 
dicated that if the enroll- 
ment is the same in fiscal 
year 1984 as it was in fiscal 
year 1983, then the center 
will lose $18,000 due to infla- 
tion and increased utility 
rates. 

“If we don’t have a higher 
enrollment, then our pro- 
grams will suffer and we 
can't offer the same pro- 
gram as we did last year," 
Ponce stated.

District Nine closings: Prepare for the worst 


PaN eer the Granite City School Board meet- 
jing Saturday morning, 1 couldn't help but

Family violence, suicide 
and depression all’ increase 
as financial pressures and 
other domestic problems 
clash with high holiday ex- 
pectations, say psychiatrists 
and social workers at the 
University of Illinois 
Hospital at Chicago. 

The weeks immediately 
before and after Christmas 
are the busiest of the year 
for the hospital’s psychiatric 
emergency service. The 
Family Community Service, 
which treats families who 
have had problems with

child abuse or neglect, says 
the holidays are tougher for 
its clients. 

The Illinois Coalition 
Against Domestic Violence 
said informal reports from 
hospitals and women’s 
shelters across the state also 
indicate an increase in fami- 
ly violence during this 
season. 

The holidays exaggerate 
problems that exist year- 
round, U of I psychiatrists 
say 

“Christmas is a time load- 
ed with expectations, of 
assessing how one has done 
during the year,” Joseph 
Flaherty, M.D., associate 
professor of psychiatry in 
the College of Medicine, 
said. 

“We see the public notion 
of how joyful this season is 
portrayued in movies and on 
television. But if one’s life is 
not like that, it can be a real 
‘blue’ period,” Flaherty 
said 

Several other cir- 
cumstances at Christmas 
can make family violence 
flare-money problems, the 
increase in social drinking, 
the gathering of relatives 
who don’t usually see each 
other and too many days of 
togetherness. Relationships 
that are already strained are 
more likely to break during 
the holidays. 

U of I health professionals 
say financial pressures are a 
major cause of emotionsl 
problems. The hospital 
psychiatric emergency ser- 
vice sees parents who talk of 
suicide because they cannot 
afford Christmas for their 
children. 

“Economic pressures can 
expose strains that are 
already there, Carol 
Goldbaum, directir of the 
Family Community Service 
in the Department of 
Medical Social Work, said 

“Christmas is a time of 
giving. When you can’t give, 
it is hard on the one who 
wants to give and the one 
who wants to receive. The 
Christmas message is one of 
lope for the future, and this 
year that hope is less bright 
for many families. 
those who are employed are 
worried about the future.”’ 

When relatives get 
together for the holidays, old 
family controversies can 
reignite. One of the major 
factors in family violence is 
drinking, the psychiatrist 
who heads the hospital 
emergency psychiatric ser- 
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vice emphasized. ‘‘During 
the holidays there is more 
drinking, which leads to 
more lack of control, which 
leads to more violence,"’ he 
said. 

Goldbaum tells parents in 
child abuse counseling to try 
to recognize when their 
anger is heading towards 
violence. ‘‘Thoughts of 
violence are quite natural 
Thinking of an active plan to 
hurt someone is not. When 
you have increasing flare- 
ups for no apparent reason, 
it's time to try to calm 
yourself,”’ she said. “Find a 
friend, walk out of the house 
or the room. Count to 10 or 
punch a pillow — it’s 
preferable to hitting a 
child.”” 

If you have ever hurt a 
family member or yourself 
before, realize that you could 
do it again and that the 
Christmas holidays bring ad- 
ditional pressures for almot 
everyone, one U of I 
psychiatrist said. ‘Don’t 
drink in stressful situa- 
tions,” he advised, ‘just as 
you should not drink and 
drive.” 

There are many crisis 
centers to aid people who 
feel depressed or upset dur- 
ing the holidays. Help is as 
close as the nearest hospital 
emergency room or com- 
munity crisis hotline. Local 
clinics are listed in the 
telephone Yellow Pages 
under “‘mental health.”” 

Starting new Christmas 
traditions to replace those 
that are not possible this 
year because of money or 
family separations can 
make the holidays brighter, 
Goldbaum suggests 

“Think of new rituals that 
are less expensive and more 
communal. Decorate a 
mantel instead of a tree. 
Participate in church din- 
ners or invite someone else 
who is also alone to your 
home.”’
